“ELECTRIC GIANT” IS 
BEING TESTED. OUT 


SAN JOAQUIN RIVER PROJECT 
OF EDISON COMPANY 
READY FOR WORK 


Late yesterday afternoon the 
first water diverted from the main 
channel of the San Joaquin River 
through aix miles of tunnel was 
dropped down the pressure main 
of more than 800 feet to the fourth 
powerhouse on the Southern Cali- 


fornia Edison Company’s B 

Creek-San Joaquin River projec 
known as the “electric giant of 
the West.” Only a very small por- 
tion of the ‘flow was let through 
the first pressure main for the pur- 
pose of testing. The pressure main 
will be allowed to fill up grad- 
ually in order to see that there 
are no leaks. 

Before leaving for Cascada, the 
company’s construction headquar- 
ters in the High Sierras, Vice- 
President George CC. Ward, in 
charge of conetruction eaid that 
he thought that the first of the 
three generators might be started 
at low speed tomorrow or next 
duy. The first generator will bes 
speeded up very slowly in order 
to dry qut any dampness that may 
have accumulated. It is estimated 
that about seventy-two hours will 
be required to dry out the gener- 
ator after it is first turned over 
ut low speed. 

There are three pressure mains 
and three distinct units in the elec- 
tric giant, and after the frst one 
has been tested out to capacity 
the work of testing out the other 
two will be commenced. A_ dis- 
patch from Cascada today stated 
that the testing-out process 
proving very satisfactory and at 
the rate at which it is going it 
seems probable that the new clec- 
tric giant of the Pacific West with 
its full capacity of 105,000 horse- 
power will be ready to go on the 
lines of the Edison Company, 
which serve the populations of ten 
counties in Southern and Central 
California, between October 1% 


and 20.

Each year Miss Gray accompa- 
nies her futher on a trip te some 
out-of-the-way part of the world, 
where they study traditions of the 
country and the customs and man- 
ners of the people. At her sug- 
gestion the last trip was made into 
the heart of Mesopotamia. 

“Here,” said Mise Gray, “I dis- 
cevered the most interesting cus- 
tom 1 ever came into centact with 
during my travels. It is the meth- 
od used young women in cer- 
taim parts of Arabla to win hus- 
bands for thembelves. The custom 
is in vogue in the city of Bagdad, 
on the Tigris River, where it orig- 
inated many centuries ago.” 

All the women of Bagdad who 
are seeking husbands wear upon 
their arm, according to Miss Gray, 
what is known as the sign of the 
thief. It is made up of a black 
crescent, inclosing a small trian- 
gular black spot. This, embiem 
signifies that the r is seak- 
ing a husband, and’ it is supposed 
to be the magic charm which will 

eal the affections of the man the 
girl wishes to win. 

“The tradition, as I discovered 
it.” Miss Gray explained, “is «that 
centuries ago a certain thief, who 
pilfered from the caravans when 
Bagdad was mistress of the world 
of culture and commerce, was in 
the habit of placing this crescent 
mark upon the articles he wished 
to steal, His confederates, see- 
ing this sign, would take the ar- 
ticles at the first opportunity. The 
emblem became known the 
mark of the thief and a great fear, 
which quickly grew into super- 
etition, became prevalent among 
the camel drivers. It is said the 
thief was never apprehended and, 
because of this, the women in that 
ancient city now use his mark to 
steal the affections of men.”

Russell J. Birdwell, press agent 
for Jack Pickford, was found 
guilty in Judge Crawford's court 
yesterday morning of assault and 
battery and fined $150.

ing port in the world, are not as alarming as supposed, was the con- 
clusion of Mayor Cryer, following his inspection of the situation yester- 


day. 
The Mayor was accompanied to! 
the harbor by members of - the 
Harbor Commission, Fire Commis- 
sion and other city and county 
officials. They were met at the 
California Yacht Club by seven en- 
gineers of as many oil companies 
and they toured the harbor under 
escort of President Edgar McKee 
of the Harbor Commission. Later 
at the club they were told by 
these engineers that they had be- 
held not only the greatest § ex- 
porting port, but the most modern 
one, where fire precautions wun- 
dreamed of in older ports had 
been installed. 

The party boarded a water taxi 
for a visit to oil stations on the 
water front, later taking autos for 
a trip around Watson Station and 
adjoining tank farms where 27,- 
000,000 barrels are stored. 

It was on their visit to Wat- 


son Station that fears were ex- 
pre of an overfiow which 
might reach the harbor by way 
of Nigger Slough. A study of con- 
tours, however, revealed a natural 
inland reservoir said to be suffi- 
cient to stay any amount of es 
caping oil, 

Other precautions pointed out 
were triple walls around Watson 
Station tanks; huge cement walis 
around harbor stations’ tanks, and 
foamite plants at the latter tanks 
sufficient to smother any fire with- 
in less than one minute. 

There are, however, secret rec- 
ommendations of additional pre- 
cautions which the engineers have 
placed with their seven presidents, 


and these will be placed in the 
hands of Mayor Cryer soon. Al-

Chicago Lecturer Urges 
Need of Sympathy for 


Newcomers Here 


The best Americanization work 
is being done in the United States 
today by immigrants themseives, 
declared Dr. Robert Park of the 
University of Chicago in an ad- 
dreams before the City Club yester- 
day. He added that this work was 
centered in the foreign colonies in 
eur cities. 

Dr. Park said his observations 
indicated that the Jews are the 
most interesting of our immigrant 
peoples and that they are making 
the greatest contributions to Amer- 
jean fife and culture, They have 
been repreased in the older coun- 
tries and in the free air of Amer- 
ica find their opportunity. 

The educated man from the 
other side has the hardest work to 
accommodate himself here, Dr 
Park declared, and it is this type 
of immigrant who provides the 
radical element. He said the U- 
literate man, being more plastic 
and with no previous status, fite in 
more easily. Bvt educated immi- 
grants, acustomed to respect in the 
country from which they come, 
are lumped with their ignorant 
countrymen in America and nat- 
urally resent this attitude. They 
have little sympathy with those of 
their countrymen who take the 
places assigned them by circum 
stances. 

Dr. Park made a plea for an 
understanding of the psychology of 
our foreign groups. He explained 
that only by «a sympathetic ap- 
proach can we hope to help bridge 
a chaem necessarily wide and deep 
and arrive at a proper solution of 
the problem of assimilaUng our 
foreign groups, .

It is a splendid example of esprit de eorps. 
There are often rivalries for the lion's share 
of the glory and the reward; but it has re- 
mained for the officers and men of the de 
stroyer squadron to give an example of a 
spirited rivalry over who shall bear the 
blame and the disgrace. That intangible 
something’ that has made the American 
Navy the pride of the nation and the envy 
of other peoples étill exists, and, like the 
stars of the firmanent, shines in the 
hours of darkness. 
. What a welcome contrast to the sorry 
exhibitions of selfiihness and pusillanimity 
that have disgraced the investigations con- 
ducted In Gérmany, to fix the blame for the 
blunders committed by the army and navy 
In those hearings 
the only concern of each one implicated 
has been to clear his own skirts, to sffitt 


Hindenburg down the published memoirs 


garner the glory and evade the blame. And 
one who reads them all experiences a sense 
of disgust and ennui. 

The spirit of sacrifice that has led the 
forlorn hopes of thé Navy in time of war 
is not lacking in tinte of peace.

They risked 
their lives, not for hope of reward, but be- 
cause fellow-+ollers of the sea were in dis- 
tress. They were foreigners. The welfare 
of the American Navy was not their con- 
cérn. On shore they would possibly be 
shunned by some as “Dagoes.” But, on the 
sea, they were heroes.

Immediate action in starting 
construction work on the Pacific 
Electric’s.tunne! from Pershing

tem was urged in a report submit- 
ted to the City Council yesterday 
by its Public Utilities Committee, 
of which Councilman Allan is 
chairman. The report, which was 
unanimously adopted, was as fol-

but believe the plan as proposed at

“We cannot agree with the re- 
port from the engineers on an ex- 
tension time of three months, as 
proposed, the City Council request- 
ing the Railroad Commission to 
grant such extension, as there has 
been altogether too much delay in 
this matter up to the present time, 
but as the whole subject is a com- 
plicated one. and deserves further 


we would recom- 
mend as follows: First. that « 
committee consisting of the chief 
engineer of the Board of Public 
Utilities as chairman, the City En, 
gineer, an engineer representing 
the Pacific Electric Railroad, the 
Los Angeles Railroad and the Traf- 
fle Commission, be appointed for 
the purpose of bringing in a report 
within thirty days from this date, 
covering the situation as it refers 
to the present proposed subway 
upon Hill street to First street and 
Glendale Boulevard... Second, that 
when the said report is received 
by the Council, immediate steps be 
taken to begin the actual construc- 
tion of said Hollywood-Glendale 
line along the lines agreed upon 
when said report is submitted. 

“We recommend further that the 
matter of a comprehensive subway 
system remain in the hands of this 
committee for a later report, as 
we have not gathered sufficient 
data to report at this time.” 

The Board of Freeholders was 
formally asked yesterday by the 
City Council, upon motion of 
Counciiman Allan, to incorporate 
In the new city charter provisions 
that would permit subways to be 
built under the main north-and- 
south streets of the city, such as 
Broadway, Hill, Spring and Main 
streets, as under the present law

Tourneur Defends Film Type as Actually Existing 
Despite Federation's Attack on Picturedom 


Right in Los Angeles there still exist hundreds of traditional farm- 
ers, who wear chin whiskers and lift their feet high enough to step 


over the stubble as they walk. 

So declares Maurice Tourneur, 
motion-picture préiucer, answer- 
ing the charges of Samuel Guard 
of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, that no such farmers 
are living any more, and that the 
films are unjust in so representing 
them. 

In a letter to Mr. Guard, Mr. 
Tourneur adds: “Although Cali- 
fornia farmers, as a class. are the 
wealthiest in the country, I will 
take you to a score of farms with- 
i* miles of Los Angeles which 
have no water supply except the 
barn-yard pump, ro light except 
that from an oil lamp, no auto- 
moblies, tractors or other modern 
machinery; on which the 
owner owns no i clothes except 
those on his back, where the barn 
is bigger and more substantia! 
than the house.” 


DEMANDED 

As a further explanation, 
Tourneur adds: 

“The American public demands 
types. It recognizes a farmrer as 
a farmer only when he chews a 
etraw, wears jeans and chin whis- 
kers. It wants a Texas sheriff to 
wear @ sombrero with a six-inch 
brim, mot a derby as one of my ac- 
quaintance does. 

“You are quoted in a news dis- 
patch from Chicago in the 
Angeles Times, a dispatch doubt- 
lees printed in hundreds of other 
newspapers, as saying “The farm 
is modern and up to date with all 
the conveniences of the city, but 
the film producer has woefully 
neglected to keep pace with the 
farmer. 

“ "They fail to depict us as citi- 
zene,. but prefer to’ picture us 4s 
hicks and rubes. We don't want

“Gypsies today, I found during 
several weeks of visiting Southern 
California camps, travel in Buicks 
ana Cadillacs and live tents. 
Some of them even have gasoline 
stoves and het water flowing from 
the tank through a faucet among 
their equipment. But when I 
filmed a gypsy story, ‘Jealous 
Fools,’ this summer, I pictured a 
band of ‘hem living in the wagon 
tradition says they do.

Question: Were southern slave 
owners allowed to free their slaves 
without assuming any responsibil- 
ity for them? Ww. W. C. 

Answer: Many of the Southern 
States placed restrictions on the 
manumission of slaves which, by 
1860, had increased the number of 
free negroes to one-sixteenth of 


the total number. One restriction 
practically common to all States 
was that the master must give bond 
that the freed slave should not 


become a public charge. A sec- 
ond restriction very common 
obliged the master to remove 


the freed slave from the common- 
wealth in which he wae freed.
